Agreeable to request, we beg leave to offer our report as to the present con- 
dition of our institution, and what it has accomplished for the unfortunates 


under our care, since the meeting of the last Legislative Assembly.

During the past summer we have mateually increased our means of cure by 
many costly additions, haying erected a new wing to the north 80 by 40 feet, 
two stories high, containing thirty-six 1doms, a third story to the main build- 
ing containing ten rooms; a new house to the east, 20 by 60 feet, new dining 
rooms, ete., etc. For the purpose of increasing our water, a new tower was 
erected 24 by 24 feet at the base and fifty-five feet hivh, in which is placed a 
tank, containing 12,000 gallons of water: we have removed ali the lead pipe and 
introduced in its stead galvanized iron, (being more healthy.) There is now 
in every ward hot water, and patent water-closets. These improvements were 
attended with an expense since the last session of the Legislature of over 
$12,000. As a result all of this, we hare the gratifying exhibit of the remarka- 
bla increase of the number discharged cured since last September, 1864. 

Tn consequence of an unfortunate difficulty between Dr. Tilden, the physician 
to the California {Insane Asylum and its board of trustees, we w6re enabled to 
procure his bésé attendants, and though it increased our expenses for wages over 
50 per cent, we embraced the opportunity, and have now a cérps of attendants 
of experience, whose superior cannot be found in any othex establishment of the 
kind m the United States. 

The Senior is now on a visit to the Atlantic States and while there will ex- 
amine the many Asylums of distinguished renown and obtain all the increased 
information and improvements for the benefit of the patients under our care.
